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Capacitors - PMRC talk - June 

2015 K3EUI (Barry) 

Please identify each statement as TRUE or 
FALSE 

A capacitor is any electrical device which stores 

energy in an electric field. 

A capacitor can be modeled by two parallel 

conducting plates separated by a dielectric 

(insulator). 

A capacitor stores energy by storing electric charges 

on its plates. 

An uncharged capacitor has no net charge on its 

plates. 

A charged capacitor has no net charge on its plates. 

The capacitance of a capacitor depends on the area 

of its plates, the separation between its plates, and 

on the kind of insulation between its plates. 

The capacitance of a capacitor increases as the 

separation between the plates decreases. 

The capacitance of a capacitor is directly 

proportional to the area of its plates. 

The capacitance of a capacitor is independent of the 

voltage used to charge it. 

The excess charge on either plate of a capacitor 

during charging is directly proportional to the 

voltage across its plates. 

The amount of charge on one plate, divided by the 

voltage across the plates, gives the value of the 

capacitance of a capacitor, in farads. 

Capacitors can be used as either hi-pass or as low- 

pass filters, depending on how they are hooked up 

to a circuit. 

Capacitors will block DC (direct current) yet 

allow AC (alternating current) to pass. 

Capacitors used to be called “condensers” because 

they were believed to concentrate the electric 

energy. 

A luf capacitor charged to 2 volts has twice as 

much potential energy as a 2 uf capacitor charged 

to 1 volt. 


The electric field between the two plates of a 
capacitor is uniform (constant). 

The voltage across the plates of a capacitor is 
directly proportional to the product of the electric 
field strength between its plates and the distance 
between the plates. 
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Capacitors connected in series share identical 
amounts of charge on each plate. 

Capacitors connected in parallel share a common 
voltage across their plates.

T/F Acapacitor (C) and an inductor (L) are 
connected in SERIES to an AC source. At the 
resonant frequency of the LC circuit, the current 
through each is the same, and the current will be 
minimum. 


Blast from the Past 

This was the Blurb cover for June 1957 leading up 
to Field Day. It was retrieved from archives 
meticulously scanned and saved to DVD by Doug, 
WA3DSP to create a rare window to our club’s 
history. 


The cover was one of many drawn by Jay Gaul, 
W3IM, a department store window dresser and 
crack CW operator. While Jay travelled from client- 
to-client through his Lehigh Valley territory he 
often operated 40 CW/mobile using a homemade 
sideswiper key. The key was mounted on a clip 
board strapped to his right leg. For those unfamiliar 
with a “sideswiper,” it is a telegraph key oriented 
for sideways actuation rather than vertically as with 
a standard key. Fixed contacts on each side of the 
center lever are connected together to become one 
terminal of the key, and the lever is the other 
terminal. Operators who know how to use one can 
send Morse at a terrific rate. Innovative W3IM 
made the center lever of his key from an ordinary 
flexible kitchen knife 


Jay’s jolly disposition and his philosophy of life 


enabled him to depict Phil-Mont activities with a 
rare sense of humor.

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Field Day info from Al, W3STW 
Here are a few tips taken from old Blurbs about 
Field Day that I think are still useful 

today. 

How to participate: There are six operating 
categories for Field Day A is made up of any group 
(or club) with at least three persons that participates 
"in the field" away from a normal station location. 
Class B is for one or two person operations also 
operating away from a traditional station location. 
Class C is for mobile stations. Class D is for home 
stations operating on commercial power. Class E is 
for home stations operating on emergency power. 
Class F is for stations operating from an established 
Emergency Operations Center. 

What to say: All stations will exchange the number 
of transmitters they have in simultaneous operation, 
their entry category and their ARRL/RAC section. 
For example, a station in Philadelphia, Pa., 
(Philadelphia is located in the eastern part of Pa.) 
operating as Class A with three transmitters would 
send the exchange 3A Eastern, Pa. 

When: 1800 UTC Saturday, June 27 through 1759 
UTC Sunday. 

Where to operate: you may make Field Day HF 
contacts on 160, 80, (note there is no mention of 75 
here) 40, 20, 15 and 10 meters as well as all 
VHF/UHF bands. There is no Field Day operation 
permitted on the 60, 30, 17 or 12 meter bands 
Quirks: Stations that begin setting up their Field 
Day operation before 1800 UTC Saturday may 
operate only 24 consecutive hours Stations that do 


not begin setting up until 1800 UTC Saturday may 
operate the full Field Day period. 


At this time I report for Band Captains; WA3BXH, 
Jack, 160 meters, Kb2ERL, Bob, 75 meters; a 40 
meter station will be set up I am most certain that 
this will happen but I am not sure that operators 
choosing to work this band will have computer 
support, K3FXR, Ralfy, 20 meters; KB3IV, Ed, 10 
meters and GOTA. Note ten meters may be like 40 
meters a setup is in place be we have no one to see 
that all is in place. W3AOK, Bill has UHF/VHF. 
We have W3YLT, Bob for PIO.

As I have had conversations with some of you I 
now know the extent of My Son’s Brain Cancer. 
My Son Bryan Hoch N3VJE was diagnosed last 
April with Anaplastic Astrocytoma Grade 3 of 4. 
After a month of Radiation and almost a year of 
Chemo the Cancer has returned. It is now a grade 4 
Glioblastoma a more aggressive form of Cancer. 


Both last year and this year he had Brain surgery to 
remove the tumors. He is resting at home 
recovering from April 27 surgery. His spirits are 
good and he wants to fight, fight, FIGHT! Bryan is 
32 years old and his birthday is July 8. He resides 
in West Philadelphia with his wife Kate and their 
two dogs Rudy and Gordon. 


First step is clinical trials. Bryan and the doctors 
believe that Immunotherapy is the direction we 
should be exploring. These trials use either 
vaccines or your own T-cells to send your immune 
system into overdrive, which will in turn fight the 
cancer cells. Sometimes it’s a monthly vaccine, 
sometimes it’s an injection directly into the brain. 


There are so many options and phases of trials I 
think researching the options will be a full time job. 
We are delegating to Bryan, Kate, and Jennifer to 
sort through it all. Joanie will help us research pros 
and cons of each trial but we will be applying for all 
of them. 


Bryan automatically applied for the two Penn trials 
(one vaccine, one T-cell). The oncologist suggested 
Duke University and Dana Farber at Harvard for 
trials and Dr. Desai is emailing Harvard on our 
behalf. The surgeon suggested NYU and Columbia 
and he is reaching out to hospitals all over the NE 
and will be sending us a list with contacts and trial 
names. We will also contact the National institute of 
health to see if there are any we missed. Bryan is 
looking into other forms of treatments that we can 
talk about in person.
